Planners Deny Permit for Major Repairs 


To Multiple Dwelling 


The Menlo Park planning com- 
mission has denied a request for re- 
zoning cf a lot at 125 Pope street, 
which would have permitted remod- 
eling of a building for continued use 
as a multiple-family dwelling.

Menlo Park city planners Monday 
night recommended removal of plans 
for making Bay Laurel drive a 
“through” street from the city’s 
master plan. 

And, recognizing that the street is 
now in three segments—all separate 
—they suggested to residents of the 


Stanford Creek subdivision number 1 
that they should re-name their part 
of it. Preferably, they said, to a title 
having something other than “Oak” 
in it. : 

Final approval of the master plan 
change and the proposed renaming 
of the street must be given by the 
city council. 

Under the proposal, the western 
half of Bay Laurel drive will termin- 
ate in a cul-de-sac east of Brandon 
way; the middle section of the 
street will terminate in a cul-de-sac 
west of Olive street. The two will be 
only a few hundred feet apart—but 
there’s a house in the way, for one 
thing, and residents of Stanford 
Creek subdivision 1 have indicated 
they don’t want a through street, for 
another. —

Concerning the need for acquiring © 
a site for a fourth high school now, oe 
Ogden observed that it takes about 
two years for a high school to move a 
frem the blueprint seage to being 
ready for occupancy. 

“We can’t afford to wait until we 
are buried under anavalanche of 
students before we move to provide 
space,” the superintendent observ- 
cd. “We are attempting to foresee 
what we are going to be up against 
so that we can take the necessary 
steps in. time:

“It means double sessions, shorter. | 
hours in high school, and a poorer 
education for your boy or girl. They 
are the ones who will suffer, if we 
don’t provide facilities now.”

Before you shop, see first what 
you can do at home! 


Two Shirts Furnish - 
Several Pieces 


Two men’s shirts offer several 
pieces which can be used in any 
baby’s layette if the body of the 
shirt along with the sleeves can be 
used. This is usually the case since 
most shirts wear at the cuffs and 
collar. 

With proper cutting you can get 
a baby’s dress, a petticoat and two 
bibs from two shirts. Add to thig 
your thread, possibly abit of lace, 
bias binding and perhaps some em- 
| broidery thread, if desired for some 
simple needlework, and you'll find 
that your total investment is prac- 
| tically nothing. 

The dress will be made with side 
seams, of course, but most of them 
| are. You'll find patterns to guide 
you, or make your own from some 
old baby dresses,

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The usual plan for.the dress is to 
cut its front from the shirt back; 
for the dress back, the right front of 
each sleeve, without the pockets. 
Dress sleeves are cut from the 
sleeves of one shirt, leaving enough 
material for a single long bib. 

Finish the neck and sleeves of the 
baby dress with fine, pale blue bind- 
ing and perhaps a bit of embroidery 
in a matching blue. Pink, of course 
may be used, while yellow and pale, 
mint green are new colors in baby’s 
clothes, 

From the second shirt back, cut 
the front of the petticoat. Petticoat 
backs can be cut from the two in- 
tact sleeves. The neck, sleeve open- 
ings and the bottom edge of the 
petticoat can be edged with a nar- 
row (% inch) lace in white. 

In case you want to make the 
petticoat a bit fancier, you can put 
some tatting along the bottom of the 
petticoat, one inch from the bottom. 


Put Variety 
Into Bibs 


If you’re utilizing part of the two 
worn shirts just mentioned for the 
bibs, a long bib can be cut from the 
sleeves of the one shirt which were 
used for the sleeves of the baby 
dress. Both sleeves are used so the 
bib’can be made double. 

A long bib is attractive when tal- 
lored looking. Finish with bias bind- 
ing. If desired, add initials in a 
corner for a persona] touch. 

A short bib can be made from two 
left shirt fronts, cutting it so as to 
avoid the pockets. Since this bib can- 


not be made double, the backing } 


can be a small washcloth cut to the 
pattern of the bib. This will act as 


good absorbent for foods and liywids, | 


too. 


Short bibs can be bound with bias | 


tape, just as the longer ones, but 
if desired, a Jace trimming can bs 
used, Small bibs are used when. the 
infant is in his early months and 


most of the food is liquid, so this | 


type can be a bit fancier than one 
used when more protection from 
staining foods is needed. 

Large square bibs can be mada 
from other cotton pieces you have 
available. White is the preferrad 
color as bibs do stain and frequently 
need a bleach to cleanse them, 

A fine source of material for bibs 
is Turkish toweling either in the 
form of old baby towels or white 
towels which have some good por- 
tions on them. These give sturdy 
bibs and should be bound with tape, 
rather than lace. Square bibs should 
be made large enough to cover the 
entire front of the garment. 

Make even the larger bibs attrac- 
tive, however. Transfer patterns on 
a corner or initials, embroidered in 
fast color thread, add charm, 


Old Blankets or Flannel 
Contribute Crib Covering 


One of the nicest gifts in a layette 
is usually a blanket. If you want 
one for a gift, it’s impressive, even 
though you may use an old crib 
blanket, cut down in size somewhat. 

Perhaps, in the absence of old 
crib blankets, you can use some of 
your own worn ones which can be 
cut down just so the strong portions 
are used. Only those in pastels 
should be used. If you have. some 
old white blankets, these, too, are 
good. They'll be even prettier if 
dyed pastel pink,. blue, yellow or 
pale green.

Hence, it is a good idea to over- 
lap the edges of the sprinkling cir- 
cles. 

EVEN WATERING 

The sprinkler system in our front 
lawn watered a 12 foot area quite 
evenly in 15 minutes. The time var- 
ies with the sprinkler head and wa- 
ter pressure, so make your own 
tests. It will not only insure you of 
correct watering, but save on your 
water bill as well. 

Ordinarily, a good dousing once a 
week, after cutting, is enough for 
most lawns. This should be done ear- 
ly in the morning so any excess 
moisture can dry off. Fungus growth 
thrives in foggy nights if the lawn 
is wet to begin with. 
| The brown “dollar” spots can be 
controlled by proper watering or a 
mercuric-lactate spray, if there are 
many spots. 

Irregular brown spots are often 
caused by soil baked so hard that no 
water can penetrate. This can be 
corrected by plugging the area.
